(b) Each dealer or exhibilar giiall establish aixl maintain programs ol adequate ’■feterinary care that include: 

(1) The availability of appropriate facilities, paredrineL equipmarrl^ and services to bomply with the pnovisicr^ 
of this subchapter; 

(2) The use of appropriate methgde la prevent, conirgi, diagnp&a, and treat diseaBes and injuries, and Ibe 
availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care, 

'The lemala lo;i was noted to have groan ocular disottargo in and around both ayaa. The hair undar and around 
the eyes appeared matted from (he tlischarge- The animal appeared to show sensitivity lo light or be painfut, 
The fOK wa£ observed coniinuously squintinp during thie inspection. Thia condition was identitied on ibe 
previous inspection but the issue was not evaluated by the Allending Veterinarian. 

'The temale llgar "Jessica'' had two Irash open wounds on her left rear lag. The wounds appear to be 
oonsistenrt w'rth gn injury inllioied by another clawed animal, The male tiger 'Eo," who is housed with her, was 
e^tbibiUing signs ol aggrassron towards iba female. Ttiase cats should Pa closaly monltorad to ansura Ihey are 
compatible. The tigier "Jessica" needs to have the wounds assessed by Ibe Attending Velerinarian. 

The veterinarian should assess^ diagnose and if necessary provide med»cal Ireatment lor these animals lo 
ensure their health and welfare.

(b) Shelter From inclement weather, Naltrral or artilicial sheller appropriate to Ibg Icwal dimatic condilions lor 
the spades ocncerned shall be provided lor all animals kepi butdobrs to alford them protection and lb prevent 
discomlort to such animals. Irxlividual animals shall be acdimated before they are exposed to Ibe eiftremes of 
the ind'rvidual climate. 
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The tw 3 tigers "Slh&rkhan’' and "Diamond'' did rvol have adequate sheHer al time of this inspection,. TTiick mud 
waa al Ifu botLom of Ifiair wocdaa atielLar bax. Tfie aheltar ta Iwo-aided and dbea not haiva adequate protabJIon 
from rain, Tlie ligef s need a dry place lo get oul d the inctement weathef . 

The two black bears had standing water and mud aJ the bottom o1 their shelter. The bears need a dry shelter lo 
get oul of the inclemienit weattier. 

The tiger named "Tigger" had standing water and mud at the bottom of his shelter The animals needs a dry 
shelter ib get oul qt the indamerit weathar. 

The two tigers "Bo* and "Jessica' had slanding water and mud S1 the bottom of their abetter. These ligers need 
a dry shelter lo afford them proleclion from inclemenl weather. 

Malural or artificial shelter appropriate to the local climatio condilions for the species concerned shall be 
provided for all animals kept outdoors lo afford them protection and to prevent discomfort lo such animals.

(c) Drainage. A suitaWe method shall be provided to rapidly eliminate excess vraler. The melhod ol drainage 
shall Cbnrply with applicable FederaJ, State, and local laws and reflations relating lo pbllaliori control or the 
protedion of Ihe environmenl. 

There are nine ligers arid two bears which had enclosures that were wet and muddy. Several shellers were 
unusable because of the wet conditions. Additional measures slill need to be provided to rapidly eliminate 
excess water for the haallh and comlort of the animals.

FEEDING. 

(a) The food shall be wholesome, patelable. and free from oantaminatkjn and of sufficient quantity and 
nutritive valua te maintain all animals in good haallh. Tha diet strall be prepared with considoratian for Ihs age. 
species, condition, size, and type of Ihe animal Animals shah be fed at least once a <iay except as diclated by 
hibsf nation, veterinary Irealmpant, normal lasts, br o|har profeagionally apccepted practices. 

A documented feeding protocol wes not available lor inspection. The Attending Velerinariar vetijally instructed 
tha laciliiy on Feed amaunta. Sha also directed tha licanaaa to provide vitamins ctelly lo tfia larga cate and to 
increase the vitamins lor the large cats that were chewing on the wood in the enclosure. At lime of this 
inspactidn ihare were no vitamins availabfa ter tha animate. 

The feeding protocol directed by the Allending Veterinarian needs to be followed and an adequate supply ql 
Vitamins kapt al the lacllily for daily use as. instructed.

(c) Housekeeping. Premises (buildings and grounds) shall be kept dean and in good repair in order to prolect 
lha animals Irtim injury and Id iacililata tha praacribad huabandry practiCBS aat forth in Lhia subparL. Pramiaas 
shall remain Iree of accumulations of trash. 

The grasses and rveeds have grown e;;cesslve around the enclosures for the animals. The licensee previously 
stated that at least two of her animals have died From oorat snalie bites. Weeds and grasses musi be kept dcvwn 
ID FaciliLata the prescribed husbandry praclices atvd to minimize hiding areas lor snakes at^ olher vermin. 

The ilirKUleuin in the meai storey area has muHple holes in it. The lltooring along the leli sirfa as you enier the 
meat slorage area has areas of linoleum lhaJ is bubbling Irom undemealh. This does nol allow the Floor lo be 
property gleaned and sanitized ss meat, water and debris can be krdgerJ under it. TFve Flrjer muel be addressed 
so that Iho Floor can bo cleanod and sanitized propony. 

The iDod prop area balween the two Food slorago irailers is in need ol olaaning. Green water is in buchals and 
bottles, bowls and feed pans are layirg about in this area. Chemicals are stored in the area where lood is being 
prepered Ipr the etyimals. Premises shall be kBpt clean Id minimize areas lhai orhjid ettrad rorletats and be kept 
in good repair in order to lacililate the prescribed husbaixJry practees.

Throughout the Facility there were numerous Fire ant mgunds. 5p(r>e pf iFiese rr^ounds were in the animal's 
enclosures. Some oF Ihe moundfe were In Ihe lockout endosures arxJ some were along the erKlosure Fence 
lines- An effective program Ipr fire ants sFiflll be established ard maintained. 
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The prep area that is need ol cleaning may be contributing to the vermin issue in the food storage trailer. 
Claarting Lhe^ areas, which aliraat vanmin and prcvida hiding places, will aaaisl in cantrdlir'k^ Lha vatiTiiri 
problem, 

A safe and aflectiv# program loc tfie conirol of Insects and mammalian pests shall t>e eslablished and 
maintained. 

An exit briefing was conducted wiiri the licensee. 
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
